INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— Scarlet  Fever  2 cases, 
Diphtheria  8 cases,  Pneumonia  2 cases,  Erysipelas  2 cases. 

Of  the  diphtheria  cases  2 occured  in  evacuated  children  and  were 
treated  at  the  Grimsby  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  : one  of  your 
cases  was  treated  there  through  the  kindness  of  the  Grimsby 
Corporation  as  other  children  resided  in  the  home,  the  remainder 
of  the  cases  were  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home  : the  first  case 
reported  was  in  the  case  of  a child  evacuee. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION -Nothing 
(barring  Meetings)  has  at  present  been  done,  perhaps  it  will  be  held 
that  during  the  war  at  least  small  authorities  such  as  this  can  make 
arrangements  with  another  authority  which  will  be  deemed  to  be 
satisfactory,  this  is  apparently  efficient  and  certainly  economical  in 
an  authority  such  as  yours. 

TUBERCULOSIS — No  cases  reported. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL — New  works  have  been  installed 
and  these  are  now  functioning  satisfactorily. 

WOLD  GRIFT  DRAIN — The  consulting  engineers  assured 
the  Council  that  no  pollution  of  any  sort  was  entering  or  could 
enter  this  drain,  I suggested  that  the  drain  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  out  (that  portion  in  the  Urban  area)  if  this  is  done  no 
offence  can  possibly  arise  from  this  cause  in  the  future.  Any 
delay  is  apparently  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Drainage  Authority 
controls  the  drain  and  that  you  are  the  local  Sanitary  Authority. 

WATER —Residents  are  gradually  availing  themselves  of 
your  supply,  even  in  wartime.  The  water  is  of  good  quality,  is 
analysed  monthly  and  the  results  of  the  analyses  are  satisfactory. 

ASHES  and  CLOSET.  ACCOMMODATION  — Pails  are 
dealt  with  as  previously. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is  incorporated  herewith. 
War  Conditions  have  caused  an  influx  of  troops,  also  of  evacuee 
children,  and  as  meat  is  not  slaughtered  locally  the  duties  of  the 
Meat  Inspector  do  not  involve  slaughterhouse  inspection.

Supplementary  Remarks  by  Sanitary  Inspector. 

HOUSING — Several  houses  have  been  demolished  partially,  but 
the  sites  have  not  been  properly  cleared. 

SEWERAGE  — The  new  works  were  put  into  operation  in 
December,  when  the  effluent  was  found  to  be  clear.  The  whole  of  the 
contract  work  is  not  finished,  but  is  nearing  completion. 

WATER  SUPPLY — The  public  water  supply  is  analysed  monthly 
all  of  which  are  returned  showing  that  the  water  as  supplied  to  Alford, 
Sutton  and  Mablethorpe  is  suitable  for  human  consumption.  All  service 
pipes  are  flushed  regularly.
